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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Lest  We  Forget  —  It  Can  Happen  Here 

Disastrous  forest  and  brush  fires  that  destroy  hundreds 
of  homes  are  more  prevalent  on  the  west  coast  with  their 
dry  seasons  and  strong  dry  hot  winds  but  25  years  ago  this 
fall  is  the  anniversary  of  a  disaster  that  devastated  large 
areas  of  northern  New  England  leaving  villages  in  ashes 
with  rows  of  cellarholes  and  chimneys  in  a  number  of 
summer  vacation  home  locations.  Many  lives  were  lost  on 
that  destructive  day  of  October  23,  1947  nothing  could  stop 
the  wind  driven  flames. 

It  is  true  that  such  conditions  are  unusual  for  New 
Hampshire  but  they  happened  once,  they  can  happen  again. 
The  fuel  for  fires  is  all  around  us.  All  it  takes  is  a  firebrand. 
Only  by  cultivating  a  habit  of  carefulness  with  fire  at  all 
times  can  we  meet  the  challenge  of  protection  when  dry 
conditions  prevail.  Please  let  these  reminders  be  your 
guide: 

1.  Never,  either  when  walking,  riding  or  driving,  discard 
a  firebrand — a  lighted  match  or  a  glowing  cigarette. 

2.  Always  obtain  a  permit  for  any  outside  burning.  The 
burning  of  household  rubbish  is  not  permitted  if  your 
town  has  rubbish  collection.  Burning  of  grass  or 
garden  litter  can  be  dangerous.    See  your  warden  first. 

3.  If  you  camp  or  picnic,  be  sure  open  fires  are  allowed 
and  if  they  are,  put  them  dead  out  when  leaving. 

4.  Most  important — Instruct  your  children  in  the  danger  of 
the  lighted  match.  A  lighted  match  and  dry  grass  or 
forest  litter  is  a  dangerous  combination  which  leads  to 
destructive  loss  and  can  lead  to  tragedy. 

The  past  year — 1971  was  a  favorable  year  for  the  control 
of  fires.  There  were  too  many  fire  starts  in  some  towns. 
We  thank  those  who  remembered  and  ask  others  to  heed 
Smokey's  message.

OFFICE  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT^ 

To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  the  Gr&ntham 
School  District,  we  respectfully  submit  our  annual  report. 

FOREWORD 

As  we  noted  in  our  report  last  year,  one  of  the  mosi 
important  goals  of  Education  is  to  equip  our  children  toy 
meet  the  many  new  challenges  which  will  confront  them 
in  a  world  that  is  forever  changing. 

New  challenges  and  a  changing  world  require  a  very 
close  look  at  our  approaches  to  the  education  of  our  school 
children. 

There  is  more  to  be  learned  by  students  than  just  the 
basic  skills.  Children  who  entered  school  this  year  may 
still  be  working  fifty  to  sixty  years  from  now  at  work  that 
does  not  yet  exist  and  whose  knowledge  and  skill  require- 
ments cannot  even  be  imagined  at  this  time.  In  order  to 
meet  the  needs  of  these  children  and  to  prepare  them  to 
accept  the  challenges  of  life  in  the  not  too  distant  future, 
we  must  teach  them  how  to  learn.  Their  success  in  learning 
how  to  learn  will  enable  them  to  apply  man's  accumulated 
knowledge  to  new  problems  as  they  arise  and  will  enable 
them  to  recognize  new  problems  that  arise  to  confront 
them. 

THE  INSTRUCTIONAL  PROGRAM 

Grantham  had  the  good  fortune  of  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  two  dedicated  and  well  qualified  teachers,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Richard  Welles.  These  young  people  came  and  ac- 
cepted the  challenge  of  teaching  your  elementary  school 
children.  They  studied  the  school  situation,  worked  to 
help  clean  and  prepare  the  school  building,  and  visited  the 
home  of  each  of  the  children  they  expected  to  have  in  at- 
tendance at  the  school  in  order  to  meet  the  parents  and 
children  before  the  start  of  the  school  year.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Welles  discussed  with  the  parents  what  they  hoped  to  do 
during  the  school  year.     They  invited  the  parents  to  visit 
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the  school  and  to  take  (part  in  the  meetings  planned  to  keep 
them  informed  about  the  program  and  the  progress  of  their 
children 

Tie  beginning  of  the  new  program  with  its  unfamiliar 
methods  has  become  subject  to  some  parent  and  community 
civicism  due  to  a  lack  of  understanding  of  the  new  methods 
biing  used.  The  teachers  and  the  administration  will  con- 
tinue to  seek  ways  to  promote  a  better  understanding  of 
what  the  school  is  doing  in  the  instruction  of  its  children. 

As  was  indicated  in  an  editorial  in  one  of  our  area 
newspapers  over  a  year  ago,  the  cause  of  hostility  toward 
the  newer  methods  of  teaching  comes  not  from  the  programs 
themselves  but  from  lack  of  understanding  and  know- 
ledge on  the  part  of  the  parents  and  the  community  of  what 
is  being  attempted.  The  editorial  goes  on  to  state,  "The 
traditional,  structured  classroom  has  been  around  for  a  long 
time,  with  its  emphasis  on  tidy  rows  of  desks  and  rote 
recitaton  toward  the  goal  of  good  grades.  The  smarter 
children  have  survived  this  environment  and  have  gone  on 
to  further  'success'  in  the  academic  factories. 

But  those  who  aren't  so  gifted  or  bright  have,  in  general, 
been  left  behind.  They  are  the  ones  who  are  'turned  off'  by 
school,  who  just  sit  through  endless  hours  of  classes  and 
study  halls,  who  go  out  into  the  world  thankful  their  time 
in  the  schoolhouse  prison  is  up. 

By  giving  up  tedious  drills  in  grammar,  by  seeking 
independent  thought  on  the  part  of  the  student  and  by  per- 
mitting the  student  to  make  decisions  for  himself,  the  new 
approaches  seek  to  make  education  an  exciting,  lasting 
experience. 

The  goal  is  to  make  every  child,  not  just  the  college- 
bound  youngster,  part  of  the  educational  picture. 

Innovative  teaching  is  sure  to  record  some  failures. 
There  are  many  types  of  innovative  teaching  that  must  be 
tried.  There  is  a  lot  of  explaining  to  the  layman  that  needs 
to  be  done. 

The  old  system  just  hasn't  reached  all  who  have  passed 
through  it.    Many  who  claim  to  be  high  school  or  even  col- 
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lege  graduates  can  barely  write  or  spell,  read  well  or  use 
a  library. 

Actually  the  innovative  teaching  systems  being  em- 
ployed today  aren't  greatly  different  from  the  system  used 
in  many  one-room  schools  60  years  ago:  children  partici- 
pate as  much  in  the  teaching  of  other  children  today  as  they 
did  of  necessity  back  then. 

It's  wholly  unwise  to  talk  of  rolling  the  educational 
clock  back  20  or  30  years  to  'structured'  systems.  With  the 
growing  demand  by  the  culture  and  the  economy  for  more 
and  more  education  among  the  people,  the  schools  must 
make  every  attempt  to  broaden  and  intensify  the  education- 
al experience  of  all  children  through  innovation  and 
change." 


THE  EPDA  PROGRAM 

This  year  the  Village  School  has  had  the  services  of 
Mrs.  Ella  Reney  as  an  aide  to  the  teachers.  Mrs,  Reney 
has  been  participating  in  a  training  program  and  the  cost 
of  her  services  is  being  paid  from  federal  funds  under  Sec- 
tion B2  of  the  Education  Professions  Development  Act 
(EPDA-B2).  She  attended  a  summer  workshop  and  other 
training  sessions  during  the  school  year  to  train  her  to  assist 
the  teacher  in  the  many  non-teaching  duties  that  are  part 
of  every  school  day.  The  EPDA  Program's  commitment  is 
to  train  people  to  provide1  a  (rich  learning  experience  for 
children  in  our  schools. 


TITLE  I  READING  PROGRAM 

The  Title  I  Advisory  Committee,  made  up  of  parents  of 
Grantham  school  children,  school  board  members,  teach- 
ers and  administrators,  met  to  discuss  and  evaluate  the 
second  year  of  the  reading  program  provided  with  federal 
funds  under  Title  I  of  the  Elementary  Secondary  Educa- 
tion Act. 

The  second  year  of  the  program,  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Linda  Morrow,  was  again  successful  in  helping  the 
children  who  were  having  the  most  difficulty  in  reading.

The  committee  recommended  to  the  Grantham  School 
Board  that  the  program  be  continued  into  the  third  year. 
The  Board  accepted  the  recommendatioin  and  authorized 
its  continuance.  Mrs.  Diane  Rochford,  a  well  qualified 
teacher,  was  elected  to  serve  as  the  program's  reading 
teacher  for  the  school  year  1971-72.  Our  thanks  go  to  Mrs. 
Morrow  for  her  fine  work  in  helping  the  children  in  her 
charge  to  achieve  success  in  reading,  and  wie  regret  that 
she  was  unable  to  return  this  year. 

BUDGET 

The  proposed  budget  for  the  coming  school  year  1972-73 
is  $83,042.00  compared  with  $57,985.75  for  the  present  school 
year. 

The  increase  in  the  budget,  $25,056.0-0,  being  proposed 
for  your  consideration,  is  due  primarily  to  tuition  costs  for 
pupils  attending  Grades  7-12.  This  tuition  increase  of 
$16,660.00  is  due  to  an  increase  in  tuition  costs  and  to  a 
significant  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  for  the  1972-73 
year  over  the  number  budgeted  for  in  1971-72.  Other  areas 
of  major  increases  are  salaries,  continuance  of  a  teacher 
aide  (presently  being  paid  from  federal  funds) ,  needed  new 
equipment  and  the  District's  share  of  Social  Security. 

The  decision  of  the  School  Board  to  contract  for  pupil 
transportation  rather  than  retain  ownership  was  based  on 
a  minimum  savings  to  the  District  of  $10,870.00  over  the 
next  five  years  or  an  average  of  $2,176.00  per  year.  The 
following  chart  shows  this  in  more  detail:

pated income  and  will  reduce  the  amount  that  has  to 
be  raised  by  means  of  local  taxes,  if  the  District  so 
votes. 

D.  An  Article  in  the  Warrant  seeks  to  have  the  $1,500.  in 
the  Capital  Reserve  Bus  Fund  also  used  to  reduce  the 
amount  to  be  raised  by  local  taxation,  if  the  District  so 
votes.  The  Reserve  Fund  will  not  be  needed  to  buy  a 
bus. 
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STATE  AID 

The  amount  of  state  aid  that  was  anticipated  was  cut 
drastically  this  year  and  more  so  for  next  year.  Although 
Sweepstakes  Aid  has  increased  substantially,  the  other  aid 
programs,  namely  AREA  Incentive  Aid,  School  Building 
Aid,  Foundation  Aid  were  reduced  significantly  this  year 
with  Aid  to  Intellectually  Retarded  being  cut  completely. 
The  aid  picture  for  next  year  is  even  more  discouraging. 
Although  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  local  taxes  for  next 
year  has  increased,  due  in  part  to  the  increase  in  the  budget, 
the  continued  cut  in  the  AREA  Incentive  Aid  (that  is  used 
to  decrease  the  District  tuition  costs)  and  Building  Aid, 
the  complete  cut  in  Foundation  Aid  and  Aid  to  the  Intellect- 
ually Retarded  have  combined  to  increase  significantly 
the  amount  that  has  to  be  raised  by  local  taxes. 

A  sharp  increase  is  expected  in  the  valuation  of  proper- 
ty in  Grantham  after  revaluation  is  completed  in  April. 
This  increase  in  property  value  will  aid  in  keeping  the  tax 
rate  increase  down,  hojpefully,  until  the  State  sees  fit  to 
accept  its  constitutional  responsibility  in  supporting  Educa- 
tion. 


WARRANT 

Articles  in  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  School  District 
meeting  require  thoughtful  consideration  of  each  citizen. 

Article  IV  reflects  the  deficit  in  the  In-State-Tuition 
Account.  This  deficit  was  caused  by  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  students  of  high  school  age  from  families  moving 
into  town  and  from  the1  budget  cut  at  the  District  meeting 
last  year  when  we  had  to  eliminate  the  tuition  planned  for 
children  that  might  move  here. 

Article  VII  asks  that  a  school  building  needs  commit- 
tee be  established  to  study  Grantham's  future  needs  in  this 
area.  Although  nothing  may  need  to  be  done  in  the  near 
future,  it  is  imperative  that  the  District  and  Town  start 
planning  for  the  future. 

Articles  V  and  VI  seek  authorization  to  utilize  the 
$2,500.  that  will  be  realized  from  the  sale  of  the  present  bus 
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and  the  $1,500.  that  is  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Bus  Fund  to 
reduce  the  amount  needed  to  be  raised  by  local  taxes.  The 
Receipts  page  of  the  budget  reflects  these  amounts  as  pos- 
sible anticipated  income. 


CONCLUSION 

Special  thanks  are  extended  to  all  who  have  met  with 
the  teachers,  administrators  and  members  of  the  school 
board  to  discuss  the  instructional  program  at  the  school 
and  to  help  promote  a  better  understanding  and  apprecia- 
tion of  the  goals  and  objections  of  the  program. 

We  wish  to  thank  especially  the  members  of  the  School 
Board  for  the  many  hours  spent  away  from  their  families 
to  resolve  the  many  problems  that  arose  during  the  year 
and  for  the  many  hours  spent  in  completing  a  particularly 
difficult  job — that  of  finalizing  the  budget  for  the  1972-73 
school  year  while  being  faced  with  increased  costs  and  de- 
creased state  aid.

For  the  past  three  years  we  have  concentrated  on  com- 
plete dental  care  for  students  participating  in  the  Grantham 
Dental  program  (Grade  one  through  four) .  Dr.  Armien,  this 
year,  was  able  to  provide  cleaning  and  fluoride  treatments 
on  twelve  students  after  completing  the  dental  work  neces- 
sary.

The  School  Nurse  should  be  advised  of  any  change  in 
the  student's  physical  or  emotional  health  which  would 
effect  his  school  performance.  I  may  be  contacted  at  the 
Nurse's  Office  in  Lebanon  every  morning  from  8-8:45. 
Routine  visits  are  made  to  the  Grantham  School  when  vision 
and  hearing  screenings,  physicals,  and  student  and/or  parent 
conferences,  etc.  are  held.  The  School  Nurse  is  available 
for  all  emergencies,  however,  the  Grantham  staff  handles 
all  first-aid  in  the  nurse's  absence. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  staff, 
students  and  parents  for  their  cooperation.  Without  their 
help,  the  health  program  could  not  foe  successful.
